Bushnell has employed a pencil line in the margins of pages 
lxxix-lxxx to accentuate an interesting exposition on the “London half-penny” 
and its varieties (i.e., London, Carolina, and New England Elephant tokens). Burn 
notes that “nothing certain appears to be known in reference to its original pur¬ 
pose.” Of the Carolina, and New England pieces, he observes: “These are both very 
scarce, more particularly the former, and belong to the class of Anglo-American

Dodson was Director of the Detroit Money Mu¬ 
seum when the first two works, written to promote the collection, were issued. An 
interesting group.

Handsome in format and visual presentation, it was dis¬ 
tributed by a major publisher of the day and written in an authoritative manner.

Riddell’s charming illustrations, if appearing to be a bit crude, are amazingly 
accurate and are actually the most realistic depictions of coins to appear in 
print up to that time. His unique process surpassed medallic ruling machine 
illustrations and was not superseded until the use of photographic coin il¬ 
lustrations became feasible in the 1870s. Beyond its obvious interest to Ameri¬ 
can numismatists, Riddell’s Monograph is still widely consulted by collectors 
of Mexican and Latin American eight reales.

1938), served as general secretary of the American Numismatic Association

Seldom offered, particularly in original state. A chatty, most interesting pub¬ 
lication, providing considerable insight into its irrepressible editor. In addi¬ 
tion to Elder’s many commentaries, the issues feature a number of interest¬ 
ing articles (many authored by Edgar Adams), notes on upcoming Elder sales, 
auction reports, proceedings of various numismatic societies in the United 
States and Canada, biographies of famous collectors including James Man¬ 
ning, William Dunham, George Earle, and others. Elder’s cantankerous na¬ 
ture occasionally cannot be restrained. Writing of J. C. Lighthouse, a “His¬ 
torical Coin Collector” who “for reasons known only to himself returned, in 
a great huff, 44 lots secured by him at his bids,” Elder notes: “It will be the 
aim of this publication to assist in ridding the field of one or two cranks and 
freaks whose consummate delight seems to consist in annoying the numis¬ 
matic fraternity.” Referring to Pinkerton, Deitrick, Ehlers and McGrath, “His¬ 
torical Coin Collectors” all, “The editor makes no distinction between the 
thief and the man who will not pay his honest debts, both should be serving 
time in state’s prison.” In the June-July, 1907 issue, Elder reprints a letter 
from “A Reader,” headed “Where is Geoffrey” and reading in part: “Have any 
of your readers seen or heard of Geoffrey 'Charlatan’ [Charlton AdamsJ, 
member R. N. S., etc., etc., etc.? he who formerly held a ‘suite’ in the famous 
‘Scrapiron.” Elder could also be eloquent in praise of those he considered 
beneficial to the hobby. Of J. N. T. Levick, he wrote in the May, 1906 issue: “If 
the question ever arises as to who is the youngest coin collector in this coun¬ 
try, we would beg to be consulted, as we think a thorough canvass of the field 
will result in a unanimous vote for our friend J. N. T. Levick, of this city. As 
with the smiling maiden, the question of age is to Mr. Levick a sensitive 
subject, but it was some time in 1852, that he began to get the interesting 
little discs together. Known from the early days of his collecting as a numis¬ 
matist of prominence, he afterwards came into possession of a collection of 
cards and tokens numbering fully 20,000 specimens—the largest assemblage 


extant. By hard squeezing Mr. Woodward managed to squeeze the collection 
into about 3,000 lots and sold them over twenty years ago. An important 
point which we wish to make is that numismatics can hold a man in his later 
years—yes, can enthuse him with the fire of the raw recruit. Mr. Levick may 
be found at every sale, minutely examining the pieces, making careful pencil 
notations in his catalogue, buying whenever anything suiting his taste is of¬ 
fered, and pricing his catalogue with the precision of clockwork. We doff 
our hats to J. N. T. Levick, the ‘youngest’ coin collector in America.”

“Chapman” is written in pencil at the head of the first title, perhaps indicating 
provenance. A nice set of Anthon sales including printed prices realized lists in the 
first three parts, each of which features substantial errata listings. John Adams 
notes that “Professor Charles Anthon [was] one of the giants of the early years of 
our hobby [but] Unfortunately, the old gentleman died after the first three sales in 
the series.” Parts one, two and three comprised the coins and medals of the British 
Empire and Europe. Gaston Feuardent capably catalogued the fourth part, noting 
that “the present Greek and Roman collection is certainly the largest and most 
valuable one ever offered at auction in this country.” The final portion of the col¬ 
lection was less ably presented by George W. Cogan and featured patterns, an “all 
but uncirculated” 1794 dollar, Gobrecht dollars, early proof sets, rare colonials 
and Washingtonia and a wide variety of other American coins, medals and tokens. 
The descriptions are generally terse, with several interesting exceptions. Lot 145 ( 
a very fine 1867 silver dollar), for example, details Anthon’s substantial though 
anonymous participation in the Mickley sale: “This Dollar was received by Prof. 
Anthon from W. E. Woodward, being the balance of a $1,000 bill expended Nov. 
1st, 1867 (Mickley Sale) in purchases for ‘Mr. Stephens,’ and is so engraved.”

My Dear Doctor : — 

I duly received your letter regarding the 1804 Dollar, enclosing one 
on the same subject from Mr. Henderson. 

In my catalogue of the coming Brown sale, I give what I believe 
to be the most complete account that has ever been published of this 
celebrated coin, with an accurate tabulated list of every genuine speci¬ 
men that is known up to date — just thirteen of them, and the best men 
in the field to-day will corroborate this — with the present and receding 
owners, and you may assure your readers that no others have ever come 
to the surface. 

It was quite up to Messrs. Eckfeldt and Dubois, United States Mint 
Assayers, who published their work in 1842, to relate what they knew 
of the coin, which made its first public appearance in their plates illus¬ 
trating the series. But few facts are left us to solve the problem of the 
critical history of the coin, which is so much desired to-day; and ex¬ 
perts must depend on collateral evidence to justify their conclusions. 

I have my own theories, gathered from points which I have stored 
away from time to time, during the past twenty-five years, some of which 
I disclose in the Brown catalogue, but I have not consummated them 
sufficiently at the present time, to give them as freely as I would like to ; 
later I intend to do so. 

I regard it as very important, when considering the endorsement to 
be given to the coin as a bona fide issue and production of the United 
States Mint, that we should take into consideration the standing and ex¬ 
perience of those eminent American collectors who have admitted the 
piece into their cabinets. The judgment of such men as Stickney, Mick- 
ley, Sanford, Appleton, Parmelee, Lillienthal, Cohen, Reed, and Ten 
Eyck, must be respected, and more can be said of them than that their 
wealth enabled them to possess the piece. They were connoisseurs as 
well as collectors, foremost in the ranks, and the adverse criticisms of 
to-day must be taken cautiously, and the source and object or aim of 
such, carefully considered. This I regard as peculiarly significant, in 
view of recent effusions.

“Treasury Secretary Douglas Dillon tonight announced that silver certificates will 
henceforth be redeemed in silver bullion only. The Secretary explained that 
Treasury’s dwindling stock of silver dollars has been channeled to the greatest ex¬ 
tent feasible to certain Western states where some circulation of silver dollars has 
been traditional. However, heavy drains by coin collectors and dealers have now 
reduced the Treasury’s stock of silver dollars, which was about 28 million on Janu¬ 
ary 1, to approximately 3 million, virtually all of which have special numismatic 
value. These silver dollars cannot be equitably distributed be redeeming silver 
certificates...In providing that silver certificates will now be redeemed only in 
silver bullion...holders of silver certificates may continue to exercise their legal 
right to demand an amount of silver precisely equal to the content of a standard 
silver dollar...The eventual disposition of the existing small Treasury stocks of 
silver dollars will be carefully considered in the light of existing circumstances at a 
later date.”

will be at a loss of $3,049...” Prizes ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. The 
two additional items tipped in at the beginning both relate to Groux’s “Grand 
Enterprise.” Over the years, we recall having handled only one example of the 
Circular and but two of Additional Arrangements. The first, signed in type by 
Groux, states that “The undersigned takes the liberty to send you the abstract 
of a Catalogue of some collections of rare coins and medals...The under¬ 
signed will leave with you the Catalogue for your inspection, and will call in 
a day or two, when he hopes you will add your name to the subscription 
list... ” Apparently the second item, like the first, was sent out with the pam¬ 
phlet and it assured potential participants that all of the proceeds were to be 
held by two trustees, N. D. Hubbard and Joseph M. Wightman, and that their 
money would be returned if all of the tickets were not sold. Its third page 
gives the names of fifteen participants, one of whom, Mrs. Abbot Lawrence, 
purchased 25 tickets, and three others who, including Lewis, each bought six 
tickets.

Ex June 24, 
1995 Money Tree sale, lots, 631,632,634, & 635. Unique and most interesting. Sale 
36 featured the Jim Hoffman and George Ewing collections of American auction 
sales; Sale 43 featured Austin Ryer, Jr.’s library and selections from the Jack Collins 
library; Sale 44 featured a remarkable selection of American numismatic rarities 
from the John Adams library; and Sale 50 featured extremely rare Thomas Elder 
sales with photographic plates and the New Netherlands Auction Archives. Your 
cataloguer enjoyed looking through these catalogues; in a sense they brought the 
sales back to life. Particularly amusing was Del Bland’s attribution in sale forty- 
four of bidder 15 as“R. E. Naftzger & ANS.” Bidder 15 was bidding by telephone, 
as was bidder 7, Armand Champa, who was unable to attend the sale personally. 
When lot 203, John Adams’ superb leatherbound set of The Numismatist [includ¬ 
ing the first six volumes from the library of the first American Numismatic Asso¬ 
ciation President, W. J. Jerrems, Jr.] opened at $14,500, several bidder cards went 
up in the air and both telephone bidders also entered the fray. Ultimately, bidder 7 
hesitated too long and the set was hammered to bidder 15 at a record price of 
$30,000 (the estimate was $15,000). Linda Kolbe, who executed No. 15’s many 
bids, was peppered by questions about the identity of said bidder, as was the auc¬ 
tioneer, your cataloguer, who was relatively inexperienced in that role at the time. 
The remarkable price and the circumstances producing it, along with bidder 15’s 
many other impressive purchases, made sale attendees particularly eager to deter¬ 
mine that person’s identity. Del Bland made an informed, if incorrect, guess. The 
mystery was solved for all when Jerrem’s set of The Numismatist appeared for sale 
in the third auction catalogue of the Harry W. Bass, Jr. library in 1999. Purchased 
in that sale by Craig Smith for $27,000, it subsequently brought $36,000 when 
sold in the 2005 sale of the Smith library.

In the latter variety, most of page 24 
is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins 


depicted on the two plates. One would assume that these are the first and 
second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, this is doubt¬ 
less the case. The opposite is true, however, of plated copies. In the review of 
the plated edition found in the January 1884 issue of the American Journal of 
Numismatics, twenty-four pages of text is specifically mentioned. The emis¬ 
sion sequence appears to be: 1) first printing of the text only, 23 pages, is¬ 
sued in 1883 in printed wrappers; 2) second printing of the text, 24 pages, 
issued in 1883 hardbound, accompanied by 2 plates; 3) first printing of the 
text, combined at the turn of the century or slightly later with new impres¬ 
sions of the two plates and 2 typescript leaves of additions. The first type¬ 
script sheet consists of prices realized for the plate coins and the second sheet 
features a description of a new 1795 half dime variety discovered in 1900 by 
Charles Steigerwalt. Though its origins are shrouded in mystery, the plated 
early twentieth century issue offered here is indeed a great rarity, appearing 
on the market far less often than the 24 page 1883 issue, of which it is known 
that only 40 copies were issued with plates.

Arranged chronologically rather than by denomination, this 
innovation was not well received at the time and has seldom been used since. 
A famous Boston bean baker, Parmelee began collecting by sorting through 
the large cents from his daily receipts. He sold duplicates but continually 
upgraded his personal collection. In his first major coup, he purchased the 
superb collection formed by George F. Seaby, which was slated to be sold at 
auction. He acquired the Brevoort collection in 1876, the magnificent 
Bushnell collection in 1882, and he purchased many rarities from Sylvester 
Crosby. His 1890 sale, while not a great commercial success, was certainly an 
exciting affair. In American Numismatic Biographies, Pete Smith relates what 
must have been the high, or low, point of the sale, depending on your point 
of view or position in the fracas: “Ed Frossard and Lyman Low got into a 
fight over the clover leaf cent and rolled on the floor trying to kick each 
other. H. P. Smith lost a diamond stickpin trying to separate them.” Only one 
hundred copies of the catalogue were issued with plates, most attractively 
tinted to approximate the metal color of the coins depicted. Though origi¬ 
nally bound in black quarter calf, the leather was of poor quality and we 
have never seen an example of this fabled plated catalogue with the original 
spine fully intact.

The work appeared at ten to fourteen day intervals in 
printed wrappers, price sixpence: twelve tokens of three plates comprising a 
number. Given the method of distribution, the change in publisher (many 
sets are comprised of only the first 180 plates), and the proclivity of early 
collectors to cut up plates to illustrate other books (the famous Conder work, 
for example) it is not surprising that few complete set have survived.

1885 first editions are entitled “History of the United States Mint at Phila¬ 
delphia ...” Only at the end of the title is “Illustrated with Phototypes and 
Engravings” mentioned. The 1885 “New Revised Edition” is titled “Illus¬ 
trated History of the United States Mint...” 

Three of the copies present here are in the original wrappers, one of which 
is bound in cloth of the period. Although all three wrappers are entitled 
“Evans’ Illustrated History of the Mint,” only two are termed “Illustrated” 
on the main title. The first edition contains 153 pages of text and 9 pages 
of advertisements. The revised editions contain 162 pages of text and 6 
pages of advertisements. All three feature a fine frontispiece portrait of 
Daniel Fox; one of the revised editions also features engraved plates of 
Robert Morris and David Rittenhouse. 

Eleven of the copies present here are in the original cloth. Four are in 
russet or brown cloth, each differing in hue and/or texture, and featuring 
a fine gilt impression of the Philadelphia Mint on the upper covers. All 
are first editions. One ends at page 153, the other three feature 9 pages of 
advertisements at the end. Seven feature a decorative shield in gilt on the 
upper covers. All are the revised edition. Two are in olive cloth, five are 
maroon/brown cloth. Three of the maroon/brown feature 5 pages of ads, 
the other two and both olive contain 6 pages of ads. Various copies con¬ 
tain from 6 to 9 fine portrait plates. 

Four copies are special leatherbound editions, two in quarter morocco, 
two in half morocco. The quarter-bound copies are first editions; the half¬ 
bound ones are revised editions.

McKenna (1843-1926), was a member of the House of Representatives 
from 1885 to 1892; in 1897 he became an associate justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court. One of the more interesting volumes in this collection.

Four are in the original printed wrappers, three green, one reddish pink. 
One copy has been subsequently bound. The green copies feature“Eighty- 
first Thousand” on the title; the remaining copy is imprinted “Seventy- 
first Thousand.” 

Twenty-six are in the original cloth, in fifteen or more different colors or 
textures of cloth. The heights vary widely. Four feature the dyspeptic gilt 
eagle; two are in maroon cloth; two are in olive cloth. None of the four 
feature the number in print on the title. The remaining twenty-two fea¬ 
ture “1792/U. S. Mint Centennial/1892” on the upper covers, bordered 
above and below in two different styles: 1) four gilt rules [20 copies]; and

A remarkable assemblage, painstakingly formed over a number of years. Included 
are a dozen special leatherbound editions and two dozen examples in the fragile 
original wrappers. Among the one hundred fifty-eight Evans Mint Histories present 
here, Frank Van Zandt claimed to have identified some one hundred twenty-five 
or one hundred thirty different varieties. These are only superficially summarized 
in the preceding description. Before his passing, Frank was still adding several per 
year. Nonetheless, to our knowledge, this is by far the largest collection ever formed. 
It begs to be refined and expanded. Among copies present here are those from the 
libraries of the American Numismatic Society, the Harry W. Bass, Jr. Library, the 
George Fuld Library, Q. David Bowers, the Frank H. Stewart Collection Library, 
and numerous other entities, both famous and obscure. An added dimension is 
the presence of a number of copies inscribed at the time by visitors to the Phila¬ 
delphia. Frank Van Zandt assiduously collected these, in the belief that dated cop¬ 
ies could aid in assigning time ranges when particular editions were on sale there. 
As an example, one 1886 edition found herein is inscribed: “Purchased at the U. S. 
Mint - Phila., Pa. Feb. 25 th 1887 By C. S. Miller.” George Greenlief Evans was a 
Philadelphia publisher of some consequence in the second half of the nineteenth 
century (two of his non-numismatic publication appear in the following lot). Al¬ 
though widely read by American numismatists over the past hundred twenty years, 
Evans’ Illustrated History was not written from that perspective. Like his predeces¬ 
sor A. M. Smith, Evans mainly sold copies to persons visiting Philadelphia, more 
specifically, the Mint. Evans also published a hardbound general tourist guide to 
Washington, D. C., among his many other publications. Although the technical 
numismatic information is not always entirely accurate, reading Evans is both 
enjoyable and instructive. Particularly entertaining is his kow-towing to Mint of¬ 
ficials in office at the time the various editions were published. Lavish biogra¬ 
phies, usually enhanced by a portrait plate, apparently were an essential compo¬ 
nent in enabling him to retain his position as the primary supplier of Mint histo¬ 
ries for two decades.

He had at 
least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile 
hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of 
the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and 
colorless in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on 
creativity and promotion. Quite obviously, Mehl did not realize that he was 
licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins 
than to sell shoes. From there, he took it one step at a time.” Mehl solved his 
problems with a massive advertising program the likes of which had never 
been seen before in the numismatic community. His advertising in numis¬ 
matic publications was fairly routine for a major dealer of the time though 
his direct mailings to coin collectors were extensive. Mehl’s massive adver¬ 
tising campaign in the most popular national publications, however, was 
unparalleled. He became the most famous American coin dealer ever and 
did more to popularize coin collecting among the masses than any other 
person, before or since. Of his numismatic publications, Mehl’s ubiquitous 
Rare Coin Encyclopedia provided a steady source of income, his Numismatic 
Monthly deservedly brought respectability, and his series of auction sale cata¬ 
logues spanning fifty years allowed him to handle far more than his share of 
the great American coin collections of the day. The method employed - mail 
auction- gave him greater control over the results than that exercised by his 
more traditional counterparts in the East. The coins in some of Mehl’s more 
important sales may have been owned or controlled by him and rarities on 


occasion apparently changed hands in less than conventional transactions. 
B. Max was not a numismatic scholar and, as John Adams notes, “The lack of 
attention paid to numismatic issues was a serious flaw in all of Mehl’s auc¬ 
tion catalogues. However, as unreliable as some of Mehl’s descriptions have 
proved to be, the plain fact is that, for over half a century he attracted a 
major share of the best collections that came to market. Beginning with 
Charles Cowell in 1911, and including a role call of such greats as H. O. 
Granberg, William Dunham and William Atwater, his consignors represent 
an important slice of numismatic history. Exactly one quarter of the B. Max 
Mehl auctions draw a rating of A- or better...Thus, it is the importance of 
the consignments that makes the Mehl series a desired collectible. The strength 
of the material is enhanced by the charisma of the Mehl name, the two com¬ 
bining to create strong prices whenever these catalogues come on the mar¬ 
ket.” It is no easy matter to complete a set of Mehl catalogues. The early sales 
are of modest appearance and the print runs were small, under 500 accord¬ 
ing to Adams. In later years, the print runs were huge for the period, and the 
ready availability of the last twenty or so sales conveys a false impression of 
the scarcity of the intervening issues. In the past quarter century, perhaps a 
half dozen sets have come to market.
